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Classes cancelled Friday, 
1st time at GW in 4 years

Friday, as University President 
l.loyd H Elliott cancelled all 
afternoon classes and sent iion.- 
essential workers home early. 

In addition, nearly every 
other campus event, including 
Saturday's men's basketball 
game against Atlantic 10 
conference rival "’S t . 
Bonaventure, was put into a 
deep freeze by the nearly 20 
inches of snow dumped on the 
nation’s capital. 

“I want to see classes can- 
celled only as a last resort,” 
Elliott commented in the midst 
of the blizzard Friday, “but it 
was impossible this afternoon to 
expect commuting students and 
faculty to get here.” 

Friday's action wa<» the first 
time in four years and only the 
second time in 50 years that GW 
classes had to be cancelled as a 


^result of inclement weather On 
Feb. 19, 1979 - under 18 inches 
of snow - University officials 
scrapped Winter Com- 
mencement and cancelled 
classes and other Univ-ctrsity 
services for twbdays. 

Elliott said the decision to 
. cancel clashes was made at about 
II a.m. Friday after officials 
had earlier decided to try to keep 
GW’s classroom .doors open. 
Elliott said, however, the white 
• • stuff was piling up faster than 
Physical Plant staffers could 
shovel it away. 

The entire University, 
however, did not officially 
close, Elliott added, as the 
Medical Center and several non* 
academic buildings remained 
open. "The hospital must 
cpntinue to operate/’ Elliott 
saitf. 

Special action was authorized 
3d ensure that the Medical 
.^Center was not paralyzed by the 
snowfall as much of the city had

Homing reviews receptionist payroll 


This means that, for example, 
a student who worked as a 
receptionist in Calhoun Hall this 
summer and who now works in 
the library might still be getting 
paid from money set aside for 
the receptionist program, 
Webster said. 

GW set up the receptionist 
program last year to improve 
security in the dorms. The front 
desks in every hall are staffed by 
students, who receive about $4 
an hour to limit entry to only 
residents and their guests. 

"We in the housing office,” 
Webster said, "arc responsible 
for monitoring the money we 


spend within our various 
programs. I am simply con- 
cerned that we find out if 
students who' are not recep- 
tionists are being paid from the 
funds set aside to pay the 
receptionists.” 

The housing office, Webster 
said, establishes an expense 
account 'in every residence hall 
to pay the students that work as 
receptionists in each particular 
hall. So a student receptionist 
working in Crawford Hall is 
paid out of the Crawford 
receptionist account;

GW’s housing office, is in- 
vestigating the residence hall 
receptionist program to see if 
students no longer working for 
the program are still being paid 
out of its account, Housing 
Director Ann E. Webster said 
Saturday. 

"We have been spending 
more money in the receptionist 
program than I thought we 
should be. so I have been trying 
to track the salaries we have 
been paying students since July 
1 (1982), ’■ Webster said. The 
problem, she said, lies with the 


GW’s accounting system. 

“I was suspicious that 
somewhere within the ac- 
counting system there was a 
mix-up in which accounts were 
being used to pay students 
working for the University,” 
explained Webster. 

“As it turns out, there is a 
possibility that students who 
quit their jobs as receptionists, 
but who now have other 
University paid jobs are being 
paid from a receptionist expense 
account.” This could, Webster 
said, also apply to students who 
now work as receptionists and 
who have other jobs at GW.

third vote would be 13, said 
Steve Greerie, GWUSA 
executive vice president and 
Senate president. 

“It was a shame the bill didn't 
pass. It might have if some 
senators decided not to go home 
so early and cared more about 
their office and the people they 
represent,” Greene said. 

If the bill is brought up at this 
Wednesday’s meeting, its 


chances of succeeding depend 
on how many College 
Republicans show up to protest, 
Greene said. He added, though, 
“It’s got a chance” if the 
senators do not go home early. 

If the Senate chooses not to 
vote oh the bill, it would need 
ten percent of the student 
population, or approximately 
1,800 signatures, on a petition 
(See NUCLEAR, p. S) 


for the GW Peace Project, said 
the bill would not mean that the 
Senate supports a nuclear-free 
zone but that they want the 
students to have a chance to vote 
on the issue. 

The issue failed at last 
Wednesday’s Senate meeting, 
when 12 senators voted in favor 
of the bill, three opposed it and 
two abstained.

Ii) addition, a long list of 
social events was cancelled as a 
result of the snow. However, 
organizers of Ftfbfesi, a party 
Saturday sponsored by the GW 
Student Association, braved the

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weather and didn't put the 
Marvin Center event on ice. 

The snowfall wasn’t all bad to 
GW students, as hundreds of 
campus residents, took full 
advantage of the extra time to 
frolic in the snow. GW Student 
Association President Tom 
Mannion, stopping for a 
moment before his own 
frolicking Friday, agreed with 
GW officials’ decision to cancel 
classes. 

‘*1 think ?f thev had stayed 
open, it wouldn't have served 


much of a purpose,” Mannion 
commented. 

President Elliott, who is a 
former president of the 
University of Maine, atf in- 
stitution that would probably 
remain open in an Ice Age, said 
the snow played havoc with his 
own plans. Elliott said he was 
supposed to be on a Friday 
morning train to Philadelphia 
for a meeting with a group of 
cduators on the relationship 
between business and higher 
education. He opted to remain 


in D.C., saying, "I probably 
would have gotten there (to 
Philadelphia) ... but I would 
have been the only one.” 

A major casualty of the 
snowstorm was GW’s “post- 
man” image (“Neither rain, nor 
sleet (snow?) nor gloom of night 
will keep the postman from his 
flight”), Elliott said. “That is a 
noble expression. But I find that 
on days like this that even the 
postman docs not come to my 
house.”

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Editor at Howard expelled after controversy 


The editor of the Howard 
University student newspaper 
has been expelled there 
following her refusal to stop 
coverage of a controversial sex 
discrimination case against the 
university. 

A D.C. Superior Court judge, 
however, last week ordered 
Howard officials to temporarily 
reinstate Janice McKnight both 
as a student and editor until 
another hearing that is 
scheduled Friday. 

Howard 


misrepresented her academic 
background when applying to 
Howard in 1979, which would 
be grounds for expulsion. 

But Judge George H. 
Goodrich said when issuing the 
temporary restraining order that 
it was a “mighty strange 
coincidence” that McKnight 
was expelled only after refusing 
to stop the articles. 

The stories covered a suit Tiled 
by a former Howard staff at- 
torney, Michael Harris, in 
which he claims that Howard 
General Counsel Dorsey Lane 
favored female employees in 


publication. 

A Howard lawyer told the 
court that McKnight was ex- 
pelled because officials reviewed 
her records and discovered she 
had attended Syracuse 
University for a year but left 
because of academic problems. 
He said Howard has expelled at 
least three other students on 
similar charges. 

McKnight’s lawyer, Robert L. 
Watkins, did not deny the 
charges, but said McKnight was 


denied a formal university 
hearing before her expulsion. 

Judge Goodrich questioned 
whether Howard should expel a 
student after she has completed 
three years there. McKnight, a 
journalism major, carries a 2.9 
average. Goodrich also ordered 
Howard to cease the disruption 
of McKnight’s First Amend- 
ment rights. 


Harris 
was fired Jan. 31, one day 
before McKnight was expelled. 

The Hilltop gave prominent, 
front page coverage to the suit, 
despite an urging by Howard 
President James E. Cheek to 
discontinue them. McKnight 
refused and, in January, the 
newspaper ran an editorial 
catling for the firing of Lane. 

Howard trustees then, on the 
same day that Harris was fired, 
announced a tightening of 
control over the Hilltop, in- 
cluding the power to review and 
cancel anv story before

About 155 people applied for 
an estimated ten positions in the 
annual resident assistant/ad- 
ministrative assistant selection 
process which began Friday with 
preliminary interviews, Kathy 
Jordan, assistant housing 
director for residence life, said

Jordan said the month-long 
procedure will eventually fill 
about eight to 10 vacancies in

Exact figures on the number 
of open RA or AA positions are 
not available yet, she said, 
because many current em- 
ployees have not reached 
decisions on their post-graduate 


phases) of the examinations, in 
which candidates are in- 
terviewed by a pair of current 
RAs or AA to discuss the in 
dividual's background and 
goals. That is followed by a 
role-playing exercise in which 
two candidates are given a 
situation to solve. 

Phase one of the process is 
completed with a one-on-one 
interview between the candidate 
and a resident director, who has 
not only been through the 
process as a candidate and an 
evaluator, but has been through 
the additional rigors of the RD 
selection system, Jordan said. 

RDs are looking for in- 
dividuals who can provide both 
an institutional link between 
GW and the students, Jordan 
said, as well as a personal 
flexibility to deal with a wide

status. 

Although the duties of a 
resident assistant differ from 
those of an administrative 
assistant, the selection process is 
virtually the same, Jordan said. 
All candidates must undergo a 
series of interviews and role- 
playing situations that pit their 
interpersonal communication 
skills against those of current 
RAs, AAs and Resident 
Directors, she commented. 

Included in the two-phase 
interview are questions about 
the candidate's views of 
themselves and the individuals 
around them, as well as 
simulated situations designed to 
recreate common problems that 
RAs have encountered them- 
selves, Jordan said.

Snow stymies D.C. 

It’s been the obvious topic of conversation this pair 
weekend, for more-than-obvious reasons. Snow. Everyone, it 
scetns, was snowed, in <>r oyt somewhere, so everyone is talking 
about it, Even us. . ' .. " 

' Once again, it snowed in Washington, and nobody was 
prepared, The D.C. governrrient doesn’t have enough 
equipment dr people to shovel away all. Of the snow, so 
thousands of people arc stranded (including GW professor's) 
while they wail for the thaw. The reason D.C. says it won’t 
buy more equipment because it doesn’t really snow here. 

Now that we all, understand that ii doesn't snow jn, 
Washington, let's get down to facts, It does inow here, at least 
oneea year. This year may be a bad example; because if there is 
a time for the city to close down, this year’s storm provided it. 
But it snowed last year,, and the year before that, and still 
everyone says how unusual it all is, 

Get with it, D.C. Face the facts - it snows in Washington 
every year and every year someone is gOing lo have to clear it 
away so that the city won’t close. 

Muffled voice 

Across town at Howard University, the student body has 
been in an uproar over the dismissal of the editor of the campus 
newspaper after she ran a series of controversial articles' in the 
Hilltop. 

The editor, Janice Mcknight, was expelled for allegedly 
misrepresenting information on her application to Howard 
three years ago - an infraction university officials conveniently 
found after Mcknight had given prominent coverage, against 
the wishes of university president James E. Cheek, to a series 
of articles about a sex discrimination case involving the 
university. 

Although a D.C. judge overturned the university decision 
for the moment with a temporary restraining order, what has 
happened at Howard cannot be swept under the carpet. 

Each of us has a skeleton - or at least a few bone fragments - 
in his closet, and any individual or institution determined 
enough can probably find them. The administrators at 
Howard, feeling the hot whips of panic on their necks, were 
fortunate enough to find their skeleton. But the freedom to 
speak and publish the truth should not rest on how well one can 
represent or conceal the events of his past. 

Even if Mcknight is permanently reinstated, Howard 
University has established an ugly precedent: freedom of 
expression still exists, but those who speak out against the 
university will be subject to institutional intimidation. 
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Eric Lcuffcn’s column (GIF Hatchet, Jan. 31) 
gives a dear warning to those still unable to 
recognize the : finiteness of our natural resources. 
More careful use of the riches of this continent will 
benefit present and future generations the world 
over. It would be well for us to foster this far-sighted 
and global view . 

However, as I’ni surt Mr. Leuffen is aware, when 
speaking in terms of an equitable distribution of 
wealth, responsible utilization of resources otj the 
part of already industrialized nations on!\ a small 
part of the solution to the apparent .imbalance seen 
today. ;• 

.1 had the opportunity to work at the World Bank 
for three Weeks during our Christmas break. I’m 
hardly an expert m international development, but 
this experience has lent some insight into the 
complexity of the problem and revealed other 
aspects of t he solution - more shades of gray. 

To begin, the World Bank should not Be 
overlooked in the discussion of the development ol 
countries which appear to "have not ." Comprised 
of an international staff of engineers, economists, 
agronomists and educators, this institution provides 
most of the capital necessary to finance projects that 
have as their goals a healthier economy and a 
concomitant higher standard of .living for un- 
derdeveloped countries. ("Underdeveloped," 
"Third World,” and similar terms are used loosely 
here.) As a lending institution, the Bank seems 
unique In that although it seeks profit on its in- 
vestments, it carries oul'its business with an almost 
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philanthropic air. Improvements are made not 
through acts of charity, but through sound business 
practice. Countries that receive long-term, low- 
interest loans also receive valuable counseling in 
engineering methods, land use, urban planning and 
economics. It doesn’t seem to be a matter of 
developed nations possessing or acquiring resources, 
■but as the ternv indicates,, developing them. The 
potential and opportunity for other countries to 
assess their own resources and do the same continues 
to increase and the outlook of the Bank continues to 
be very optimistic. 

However, there are a number of problems that can 
seriously hinder the efforts of the Bank. Political 
instability, a poor regional economic climate and 
undependable or unskilled contractors prevents the 
most efficient use of development funds. 

But the greatest frustration is the unrelenting 
population growth in those countries that can least 
support more people. Often it appears that as soon 
as a little more food is available, or as soon as new 
water supply and sanitation facilities are built and 
there is some improvement in the practice of 
medicine, the population immediately increases to a 
level that exerts, as much as before, a demand on 
resources and facilities beyond their supply or 
capacity, and the citizens are little better off, if not 
worse. If our consumption patterns are ingrained in 
us, their population growth patterns are ingrained in 
them • even more so because attitudes about 
procreation may be an intimate part of their religion 
and culture, and to suggest some form of birth 
control is to challenge beliefs held and practiced for 
centuries. (These are extremely general observations, 
but accurately describe the situation in a number of 
undeveloped countries.) It is interesting to note that 
it is the developed countries that exercise 
reproductive self-control. 

As inhabitants of a land blessed with bounty, we 
certainly ought to be sensitive toward the basic needs 
of other peoples. But if poorer nations are 
demanding some "piece of the pie" from wealthier 
countries, it would be worthwhile to find out exactly 
why they have not gotten it, what they have done 
with what they already have and to what extent their 
political leaders have fostered a climate for 
economic growth. 

Concerning the conservation and protection of 
natural resources, it should be understood that stress 
on the environment is not peculiar to industrialized 
nations. Perhaps there is a tendency to think that 
underdeveloped countries are more primitive and 
therefore more in harmony with nature. But, as a 
case in point, the rain forests of the world are 
rapidly disappearing in many of these same coun- 
tries: 

“The approximately 1.5 billion people who will be 


added to the population of tropical countries bet- 
ween now and the end of the century (90 percent of 
the world's total increase) will have heightened 
expectations and requirements for food, shelter and 
other essentials. Attention wilt almost . certainly 
focus on unoccupied (ands as a soproe of economic 
betterment. As a result, rapid and extensive 
development wilt and must take place it even the 
currently inadequate standard of living oi trios) 
.countries is' Its he maintained. " (from I cologicul 
Aspectg of Development ’in the HitUiiit . Tropics, 
1982.) ci T + 

'If we, would like to see Third World 
countries 'hove' -as tntfch as we have, 
then we in effect are also suggesting 
that their rates of consumption in- 
crease and that they edntinue to place 
an ever greater stress on their en- 
vironment. ' ■ V ' 


II’ we are aware of the plight of Third World 
countries and want to encourage their development, 
and if we would like to set* them “have" as much as 
we have, then we in effee-t are also suggesting that 
their rates of eonsumption increase and that they 
continue to plaee an ever greater stress on iheir 
environment. It is a dilemma with no simple 
solution. 

But there lies the challenge. We have learned from 
our mistakes thp need lor wise resource 
management. Now this awareness needs to be in- 
corporated into the development of other count rick 

Indications are that it has been. It is difficult to 
convince a ppvert’y-strieken community concerned 
only with present survival that the people cannot 
simply slash and burn acres of land, grow food for a. 
season and move on. But the w isdom of a far-sighted 
approach is being recognized, though it continues to 
conflict with increasing population pressures and 
^ing expectations. 

’ The* resource recovery department of the World 
Bank is just completing a bibliography of ap- 
propriate small-scale recycling methods for un- 
derdeveloped countries. Conservation of resources 
on the part of these countries is at least as important 
as our own efforts especially if, on their road td 
development, they can learn to avoid waste from the 
start. 

The headline given Mr. Leuflen’s column asked 
“No hope for our generation?” In reply, I believe 
their is plenty of hope for our generation. Although 
the natural resource “pie" seems finite, we have yet 
to accurately determine its size. (Estimations of total 
fossil fuel and mineral deposits continue to grow.) 
We must capitalize fully on its reuseability; land, 
metal, glass, water and paper can all be recycled. All 
we have done so far is skimmed off the cream and 
learned to assess the cost of doing so. Environmental 
considerations, which are not emphasized as much 
as a decade ago, nevertheless have become a per- 
manent part of the industrial, agricultural and urban 
planning processes in both developed and, to a 
promising degree, underdeveloped countries. A 
generation ago, these 'concerns barely existed. A 
generation from now we can expect to see a society 
even more fully assuming the role of caretaker of 
this planet and, through responsible economic 
development, the nations of the world will benefit.

Videodrome is another 
tasteless attempt at gore from 
the same writing-producing- 
directing team that brought the 
public such other garbage as 
Scanners and Rabid.

James Woods (The Onion 
Field) is the president of an X- 
rated cable channel who is no 
longer satisfied with mainstream 
flesh flicks. He is looking for 
kinky, sex, which he jfinds in 
. “Videodrome” - a scrambled 
satellite broadcast that he 
bootlegs illegally. Unbeknownst 
to him, he is the only intended 
audience of the S&M broadcasts 
and, as it turns out, the tran- 
smissions contain signals that 
produce a tumor in the viewer’s

effects. 

The intention of the 
Videodrome proprietors is to 
use the James Woods character 
for a series of assassinations, in 
addition to controlling the 
minds of the general public via 
Wood’s station. Their right 
wing goals are vaguely 


reminiscent of I* all well ian 
designs , io pfeveru the public 
from engaging in any further 
pornographic activities, they 
have decided to qse one lire to 
light another. 

Meanwhile, Woods is having 
an affair with Nikky (Deborah 
Harry), a sex-starved masochist 
who prefers a little spice in the 
relationship - from receiving 
needles in her ear lo cigarette 
burns on her breasts while 
making love. Years of self-abuse 
have taken their loll on the lead 
- singer and namesake of the 
group Blondie and this burned- 
out brunette brings very little of 


what’s left of her talent to 
Videodrome. 

The film trie> to capitalize on 
the success of Poltergeist , with 
the relcyision-oriented special 
effects, while borrowing some 
plot from looker as well. 
Although it does have , a 
promising start - as it questions 
Woods’ responsibilty to the 
. public and his hustling X- rated 
f movies for his cable channel 
the film quickly degenerates into 
senseless violence and childish 
plot variations. 

Unfortunately, aside from the 
early minutes of the movie, 
nothing creative or interesting is 


going on. The mind control plot 
seems to be right out of 
Saturday morning cartoons, 
while the special effects look 
cheap, overdone, and utterly 
unnecessary. Most of the talents 
in the movie are wasted, except 
for writer-director David' 
Cronenberg, who never had 
anything to waste in the first 
place. 

Videodrome is nothing more 
than scrap celluloid that is 
another exercise in "self- 
indulgence from Cronenberg.

regionals this year is Anthony 
Callderio from Slippery Rock, 
l ast year Callderio, who is now 
ranked seventh in the country in 
the 118 pound weight class, 
defeated Hughes in the final 
round of the regionals. 

Rota thinks Hughes can beat 
Callderio this year. “I feel very 
confident. I feel it’s going to be 
close match or Wade’s going to 
blow him away,” prophesi/ed 
Rota. Should he lose, however, 
Hughes could still qualify for 
nationals in one of the four 
wildcard spots. 

Of course, there is always the 
problem of getting over- 
confident and looking past 


his teammates that keep him 
down to earth. 

Hughes also thinks highly of 
his coach. “He’s a respectable 
person. He cares for -you more 
as an individual than as a 
wrestler." 

In many ways, Hughes is a 
coach’s dream. Rota com- 
mented, "He’s a gifted person 
physically. He applies himself to 
the sport. (He has) innate gifts 
and desire to excel and desire to 
work." 

The future looks bright for 
Wade Hughes. Rota put it best 
when he said, "(His future) 
depends on if he continues to 
improve. I think he will."

"I think he’s mature enough 
not to fall into that trap,’ said 
Rota. Rota called Hughes 
"more mature" than last year 
and Hughes reflected on that. 
"My first semester was dif- 
ferent. (Now) I treat every 
match as a .championship 
match.’.’

He thinks of himself as a 
member of a team. 

"The guys are gieat. I love 
them like brothers. If it wasn’t 
for my coach and my team I 
don’t know if I’d stay at GW."

Freshman Mann making waves as GW swimmer

Success has come as 
somewhat of a surprise to GW 
freshman Carroll Mann, who 
did not even think he was the 
best swimmer on his high school 


team. 

But freshman sensation Mann 
now finds himself GW's star 
backstroker and individual 
medalist who has broken many 
team, pool and personal records 
in his first season here. 


Mann actually finds swim- 
ming at GW easier than it was at 
Calvert Hall High School. 
Mann commuted to the private, 
all-boys school in-Towson, Md. 
40-minutes from his home in Bel 
Air primarily because it had just 


started a swim team. Mann 
claims he was not the best on his 
team, but enjoyed swimming 
with his coach, who he plans to 
train with again this summer 

GW Coach Carl Cox does 
more distance training than 
Mann has done before arid 
Mann is impressed by the GW 
coaching staff. "If they see 
something wrong with 
someone’s stroke, dive or flip, 
they’ll help you out.” He likes' 
Cox~.because "he can relate 
better than some coaches.” 

“My first couple years of 
swimming 1 did reaily bad, but 
then I got better,'’ Mann said. 
In his first year of swimming his 
parents had to push him to do 
winter swimming, “but not 
after that. I wanted to.” 

Swimming with GW, Mann 
hopes to qualify for senior 
nationals, “but I don’t know 
about this season - probably 
next yeay.” He is currently three 
seconds bff in the 200 
backstroke and two seconds off 
in the 100 back, which he 
usually swifns in the - 400 yard 
individual medley. 

The weekend of Feb. 25-27, 


GW will host the Atlantic 10 
championships and Mann said 
the team will ■ probably start 
"tapering” today. Tapering 
involves bringing down the 
yardage in work outs so the 
team will. have faster times. The 
following week, Mann will go to 
the Eastern championships in 
Syracuse along wifh the. other 
qualifying members of his time. 
Cox . is hoping, for many 
qualifying times during the 
Atlantic 10s. Mann is planning 
to make the finals at Easterns. 

His toughest event is probably 
the individual medley “because 
you have to swim all events 
equally well and it takes more 
endurance.” 

Mann could have gone to a 
better swimming school, like 
Penn State, but chose GW 
because “I wouldn’t have been a 
standout and might have- 
become a swim machine. I 
wouldn’t have swum harder and 
could have gotten depressed and 
fizzled out." ,T , 

"Here I haye competition but 
am Hot the last person, so I, have 
incentive to wbrk and.my times 
keep dropping.’’,
